In claim 17, the prior art fails to disclose temporarily storing and converting the 
transmitted data and signaling information so as to match the respective data 
transmission processes of the sending and receiving terminals such that differences in 
the respective data transmission processes are not perceived by the sending and 
receiving terminals, wherein the sending and receiving terminals use different 
respective data transmission processes.
